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DETAILED ACTION 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 19, and 21-25 have been renumbered 18-23. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Chili 
[USPAT 4,729,070]. 

Chiu discloses a ring light comprising a mounting member [fig. 2] including a 
leading end, a trailing end, an outer surface, a passage, a guide hole [see near reference numeral 
57]; and a radiation guide 58. 

In re claim 5, fig. 6 shows the leading end and the trailing end are parallel to each 

other. 

Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15, 17-20, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Walck et al [USPAT 6,450,655]. 

Walck et al disclose a multi-port illuminating and viewing unit comprising a 
leading end [horizontal upper part of the device 12, fig. 2], a tailing end [horizontal lower part of 
the device 12], guide holes 31, radiation guides 37,39, and a viewing unit 40. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chiu. 

Chiu discloses every aspect of claimed invention except for the glass window. 
Chiu, however, discloses a ball socket 46. It would have been obvious to the ordinary skilled 
person in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Chiu's device to include the glass 
ball socket for the purpose of higher coupling efficiency of the light transmission. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chiu as 
applied to claim 6 above, and further in view of Jones [USPAT 5,386,817]. 

Chiu discloses every aspect of claimed invention except for the spray port to clean 
the window. Jones discloses an endoscope including the spray port 72 in fig. 2 to clean the 
window. It would have been obvious to the ordinary skilled person in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Chiu's device to include the spray port to clean the window for 
the purpose of better vision of the detected object. 

Claims 7, 14, 16, 21, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Walck et al as applied to claim 6 above, and further in view of Jones 
[USPAT 5,386,817]. 

Walck et al discloses every aspect of claimed invention except for the spray port 
to clean the window. Jones discloses an endoscope including the spray port 72 in fig. 2 to clean 
the window. It would have been obvious to the ordinary skilled person in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Walck et aPs device to include the spray port to clean the window 
for the purpose of better vision of the detected object.
